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his fantastic adventure. 5a 
does this mean that Indy could 
also be described as a ladies 
man? 

“| wouldn't exactly say he's a 
ladies man," states Ford. “l 
think a ladies man takes a little 
bit more forethought in his pur- 
suit of women. Indiana Jones 
seems to find women along the 
way but doesn't seem to go out 
of his way to track them down 
or encourage them.” 

For this latest adventure, 
Ford didn't need much convine- 
ing to return. He says they had 
always planned on doing a tril- 
ogy as long as they came up 
with the script and the concept. 

“We were all pretty much 
sure that we would do three 


films starting out on Aalders of 


the Lost Ark. So there was 
really no question, once we got 
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anew script and a good story, 
that | would come back for this 
third filrn.” 

In a series, whether it's 
books, televisian episodes or 
films, the characters within it 
typically grow and change over 
time. Either new background 
information is revealed to ex- 
plain a characters motivations 
or the incidences and circum- 
stances which a character faces 
causes a gradual change in 
their personality, Yet with Indi- 
ana Jones, very little of his 
background has been explained 
in the two previous films, Howe 
ever, with Indiana Jones and 
the Last Crusade, many of the 
questions surrounding Indy will 
be answered, So with this new 
infarmation, has Ford portrayed 
the character any differently 
this time around? 

“Mo, | think it's important to 
be consistent with the charac- 
ter,” he answers. “There are dif- 
ferent facets of his personality 
that are exposed in the context 
of this relationship with his 
father but | think it doesn't vio- 
late anything that we've done 
before. It's an extension of the 
character and his personality 
rather than any change in him. 
Its just something we haven't 
seen in his character until now." 

Although we'll have a greater 
understanding of Indy with this 
third and final installment of the 
Indiana Jones saga, does Ford 


feel his character has been 
dealt with and explored as thor- 
oughly as possible? 

“Well, you never know. | had 
na part in the writing of these 
films 50 | can't really say that 
the concept has been extended 
to its full range. | don't think 
we've exhausted the potential 
of the character or this situation 
at all. | just think that we all 
might prefer to go on to same- 
thing else now. Not that we all 
dant have the opportunity ta 
do other things inbetween but 
at the moment this looks like it 
will be the last Indfana Jones 
filrn.” 

As popular as the /nofana 
Janes movies have been, com- 
bined with the fact that it's likely 
this will be the last film, it's a 
sure bet that the man with the 
hat will be greatly missed by 
audiences everywhere. And 
they're not alone. Even Harri- 
son Ford admits that he'll miss 
the character as well. 

"I'll miss the whole thing,” he 
says. “There is a lot of pleasure 
in this character for me. | enjoy 
the kind of humor that we have 
in these films and | love doing 
the physical stuff. It makes me 
feel like a kid. I'll miss the par- 
ticular fun of playing the char- 
acter but | think three films is 
enough,” 

The Indiana Jones pictures 
are some of the largest gross- 
ing films of all time. Millions 
have thrilled 
to his daring 
exploits — and 
each film has 
had its share 
of unique 
thrills. Now 
with fnofana 
Jones and the 
Last Crusade, 
Spielberg and 
Lucas have 
added some 
fresh new ele- 
ments come- 
bined with the 
action we've 
come to ex- 
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pect from 
these films to 
create a new 
motion pic- 
ture exper- 
iance. Har- 
risan Ford 
feels that the 
relationship 
between Indy 
and his father 
lends a dif- 
ferent tone to 
this film than 
the previous 
pictures. 

“It givesita 
certain emo- 
tional core,” 
Foard asserts, “that | think the 
other pictures didn't have. But 
it's still as much action and fun 
and there's a lot of humor inthis 
one as well. | think that it's really 
distinguished by the fact that 
there is this rather complex 
relationship with my father 
played by Sean Connery. 

“| think it has all the action 
and adventure of the first two 
films," he continues, “but with 
the addition of this relationship 
between Indy and his father, it 
works on various levels.” 

On screen, Indy and his 
father, at times, have a very tur- 
bulent relationship. However, 
off-screen, Ford's relationship 
with his co-star Sean Connery 
was one of the highlights of his 
Work on this film. 

“It's been a great pleasure. 
Sean is, of course, such a terri- 
bly experianced actor and that 
makes it interesting to work 
with him. He's an awfully nice 
guy, too! I've enjoyed knowing 
him as well as working with 
him, He's really a terrific acter!" 

Filmmaking is a strange and 
unique industry. The key play- 
ers in this field — actors, wri- 
ters, producers and directors — 
are all creative artists whose 
vision and means of turning 
that vision into reality often 
differ. Once in a while, some of 
these artists clash so strongly 
that either or both parties cite 


the term “creative differances” 
for their inability to resolve their 
conflicts and work together. 
These are the type of stories 
that the press typically latch 
onto, often ignoring the “happy” 
film sets where the participants 

et along asis the case with the 
indiana Jones movies, In fact, 
Harrison Ford and Stevan Spiel- 
berg, who have worked together 
on the two previous /ady films, 
have nothing but praise and 
mutual respect for one another. 

“It has always been fun to 
work with Steven,” states Ford. 
“| enjoy his inventiveness and 
sense of humor. | think we get 
along about as well as a 
diréctor and an actor can. Our 
ideas are frequently very con- 
sistent and we seem to spark 
each other with ideas. It’s a lot 
of fun working with Steven. 
He's so skilled and so sure of 
his skills technically that it 
makes things go rather quickly, 
which is a pleasure in this 
business.” 

Director Steven Splelberg, 
who likens Ford to some of the 
classic film stars of Holly- 
wood's golden age, speaks 
highly of his leading man's 
talent and future asa continued 
leader in the acting profession. 

"He's more like Humphrey 
Bogart everyday...but better 
looking,” Spielberg says with a 
smile. “| think when Harrison 
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moves into his late fifties, the 
way Sean Connery has, he's 
ae toa really fall into the Clark 

ablef/Humphrey Bagart roles 
even in a more suitable fashion 
than he's assuming those rales 
today. | think the older he gets, 
the better he's going to get and 
hes never going to lose his 
popularity. | see Harrison being 
arealface onthe Mt. Rushmore 
of Hollywood.” 

Now that the final indiana 
Jones film has been shot and is 
preparing for release, it marks 
the conclusion of the succesful 
teaming-up of Lucas, Spielberg 
and Ford. 4 trio hard to beat. 
But Ford does not rule out the 
possibility of this talented group 
of filmmakers working together 
again sometime in the future. 

“It's not unlikely, the possibil- 
ity is always there,” he says. “I 


anjoy working with both George 
and Steven so | wouldn't say 
that we'll never work together 
again because there is always 
the chance that we might." 


The Man Behind The Myth 

Harrison Ford halds the re- 
markable record of having 
starred in five of the ten mast 
successful films of all time: as 
the roguish space pirate Han 
Solo in Star Wars, The Empire 
Strikes Back and Aeturn of the 
Jedi; and, of course, as the 
intrepid Indiana Jones in Aad= 
ers of the Lost Ark and indiana 
Jones and the Temple oaf 
Doom. 


Born and raised in Chicago, 
Ford began his acting career In 
Wiscansin summer stock, later 
maving ta California to pursue 
film work, While working a5 a 


carpenter in 1970, he was 
offered the part of drag-racing 
Bob Falfa in George Lucas’ 
American Grafitti. Since then, 
his impressive list of credits 
includes Francis Coppola's The 
Conversation, Blade Runner, 
Heroes, Force Ten From Navo- 
rone, Hanover Street, The Frisea 
Kid. The Masquito Coast, Fran- 
tic and most recently the criti- 
cally acclaimed Working Girl. 
In 1985, Ford received an 
Academy Award nomination 





















for his performance in Peter 


Weir's MWilness. 

Although he's been given the 
opportunity to portray a wide 
variety of characters, most 
people still recognize Ford 
most as Indiana Jones, And 
when you think of Indiana 
Jones, the first thing that 
comes to mind is action and 
adventure — qualities Ford 
enjoys as well. However, he's 
quick to point out that the dan- 
gerous feats you see Indy per- 
form are a credit to the talented 
stuntmen and mat himself. 

“| don't do anything that | 
would consider a stunt,” he 
says. “A stunt is what's done by 


ES 


stuntmen. But there is a lot of 
physical acting and | can do 
most of that myself. | do get 
sore from time to time and | get 
a bump here and there, but ! 
leave the difficult stuff to the 
stuntmen. We have again been 
blessed with the presence of 
Vic Armstrong whois one of the 
premiere stuntmen in the world 
and a very good photo double 
for me. We're very lucky to have 
Vic. Actually, | think the hardest 
thing about the /ndiana Jones 
pictures, for meé, is just that 
these are big pictures, They 
take a long time to shoot. As 
Indiana Jones, I'm in most of 
the film and it means a lot of 
hours and a lot of work. 
“Physically, it takes a toll on 
you,” he continues. “These pic- 
tures do wear you to the bone. 
We did the first film about nine 
years ago and the character of 
Indy hasn't changed in age 
through the films. However, | 
keep getting older. Its been 
about five years between the 
last film (indiana Jones and the 
Temple of Goom) and this new 
picture. If it takes five years to 
come up with anew script after 
this film, "ll be 51 pretending to 
be 35, and I'm afraid its going 
to gat to a point where it's too 
hard to get out of bed in the 
morning! | just won't be able to 
do the things! used todo.” 
“If adventure has a name it 
must be Indiana Jones” is one 
of the trademark lines used to 
describe the series of Indy 
films. But to complete this 
recipe of swashbuckling excite- 
ment, we must also toss in two 
very essential ingredients: 
Indy'’s brown Fedora and his 
ever-present bullwhip, which is 
the trademark of this larger- 
than-lifa adventurer. Yet, in 
order for audiences to believe 
that Indy actually was an expert 
with the bullwhip, Harrison 
Ford was required to practice 
with it until he was a skillful 
handler of the whip as well.

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with the bullwhip in the beagin- 
ning, recalls Ford. "I think it 
was three or four lessons. Then 
itwas up to me to practice with 
it and get it right. If anybody 
could explain it in words, I'm 
sure it would be a lot easier to 
do, Its a combination of relaxa- 
tion while snapping the wrist at 
the proper time. It's really alla 
matter of timing. Once you've 
learned how to do it, you 
remember the basics so you're 
not lashing yourself with the 
whip. | usually practice with 
several bullwhips on posts and 
trees. It's not an easy thing to 
learn, though. | did take the 
bullwhip out a few weeks 
before | started on /ndy /// and 
loosened up a bit.” 

After bringing such a popular 
character to life on the movie 
screen, Ford, as many well- 
known actors, has became a 
celebrity whose every move is 
scrutinized by the public and 
the press. There are advantages 
to the fame and success of the 
film industry yet there is also a 
downside, For Ford, it's the pro- 
blem of losing “my privacy and 
anonymity,” he says. “And that, 
not surprisingly, goes along 
with the job. Those are some of 
the things you lose. And you 
have to sometimes make extra 
efforts to regain that privacy.” 

One way Ford maintains his 
privacy is by getting away from 
all the hurly-burly activity of 
Hallywood to his 800-acre ranch 
in Wyoming where he lives with 
his wife Melissa Mathison (who 
wrote &.7T.) and his son Mal- 
colm. He prefers the quiet life 
and enjoys the solitude and 
freedom that his ranch affords. 

“| far prefer the country to the 
city,” he says. “The thing about 
cities is that there is a kind of 
noise pollution and energy pol- 
lution that’s hard to resist. 
There is the tension of every- 
body rushing around all day 
long. The noise of that activity 
tends to store itself inside of 
you and you're not really aware 
of it. When you get away from 























that, to the quiet and peace of 
the country, you find that you 
adopt differant tempos and 
your life is lived in a different 
rhythm. And it's one that! find 
much more pleasurable.” 

So what kinds of things does 
Ford do when he is not working 
in front of the cameras? 

| do the same things that any 
ordinary person does,” he states. 
“| go grocery shopping, take 
clothes to the laundry, mend 
the fence or plow the driveway, 
depending on the season. | like 
to walk, | like to fish, | like to 
camp and | like to play with my 
kid, | spend a lot of time in my 
workshop — lenjoy woodwork- 


— 


ing projects, 'm interested in 
the area in which | live and the 
way local politics are con- 
ducted there, There's always 
plenty of work to do, After | 
make a film, it's nice to go back 
to my ranch and face reality. It 
keeps me healthy — physically 
and emotionally.” 

Certainly very few actors can 
claim the kind of success that 
Harrison Ford has achieved in 
his life. He continues to explore 
new and more sophisticated 
roles but is never completely 
satisfied with his work. When 
his career, in the past, wasn't 
challenging enough, he took a 
risk and was rewarded. He is 


a 


always Striving to be the best he 
can be. But with all the acco- 
lades that have been placed 
upon him, isheassuccesstul as 
he would like to be? 

“| would certainly like to do 
my work better,” he responds. 
Pausing for a moment to focus 
his thoughts, he continues, “| 
don't think | will ever get to the 
point where | think I'll be as 
good as | want to be. That's just 
an aspect of my character that | 
don't think | will ever change. 
But as far as success in the busi- 
ness,” he concludes with a 
smile, “lm happy with my situa- 
tion, | don't really have any 
complaints.” |

ROB MACGREGOR 


Chronicling Indiana Jones & The Last Crusade

ulhor Rob MacGregor isn't 

exactly sure why he was 

chosen to write the noveliza- 
tion of Indiana Jones and the Last 
Crusade, except, perhaps, as areward 
for pinch-hilling the adaplation of a 
script for the television series Private 
Eye for Ballantine. Atler being a 
newspaper and magazine editor and 
reporter for twelve years, MacGregor 
finally made the jump to full-time free- 
lance writer in 1984. Since that time, 
he has authored The Making of Mian 
Vice with Trish Janeshuiz, Private Eye 
#7 and Private Eye #2 — Filo Side, 
Indiana Jones and the Last Crusade 
and Crysial Skul, anovel of suspense 
to be released in 1990. In addition to 
his fiction, MacGregor also does 
some trawel-vriting which forced hin 
to write part of Indiana Jones and ihe 
Last Crusade in Venezuela, South 
America. 

“Lended upin the wilderness region 
insouthern Venezuela with my laptop 
computer," says MacGregor. “This Is 
an area of expansive grasslands and 
jungle and soaring mesas thal rise a 
couple thousand feel qui of the jun- 
gle. It was a setting that Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle used for his book The 
Lost World. It's just an Ideal place for 
an Jnadfana Jones adventure. Even 
though the book doesn't lake place 
there, writing in that environment was 
very slimulating,” 

The Lucastilm Fan Club contacted 
Rob MacGregor recently and talked 
with him about his involvement with 
the novelization of the third /ndiana 
Jones adventure, 


Whatwas your reaction to the Indiana 
Jones and the Last Crusade script? 


My first reaction was how to deal with 
the first part when he's a child: it's 
almast like a diflerent story because 
he's after something else. Then sud- 
donly he's an adulland il goes to a dif- 
ferent story ling. AS a writer, rriy 
concen was how aré we bridging 
these stories? Am | going to deal with 
ins a5 just a flashback to Ais child 
hood or start where hes an adult

To what do you attribute the success 
of the two previous Indy films? 


Indiana Jones is an archetypal figure 
that people can relate ta. His story has 
been told before many differant ways, 
bul this is a new version of it, the hera 
and Ais quest. The third films rightan 
the nese. | think its stronger than the 
second ane and pretty comparable ta 
Raiders of the Lost Ark as far as the 
story goes with the search for the Ark 
of the Govenant. That was a lascinat- 
ing adventure.

You 
Rave to goinke their lite a lithe more 
and give more background inforrria- 
tion and come up with some mew 
scenes that wonl be seen in the 
movie. But its usually more like 
expanding scenes than creating new 
ones. 

I's a whole different process wher 
writing a novel than with a seript 
because a Script i very visual and 
with a seripl you jurip from perspec: 
tive between the different charactors. 
You can't jump back and farth much 
with a navel or il gets very contusing 
for the reader if they, in ene para- 
graph, see things through the eyes of 
three or four differant people. What | 
tried to do with this is basically make 
everything from Indiana Jones per- 
spective. There's a couple of soanes 
where thal changes and lhose are set 


off. But I would say ninty percent of 
the novel is seen through the eves of 
Indiana Jones. You have to get into 
the character's head more and with 
the novel you really have to orient itte 
a specific character. 

I think the writer tends to see the 
disadvantages — mainly the limita- 
tions imposed by any collaborative 
work and also the lime constraints — 
while writing the book, The advan- 
lages are seen afterwards, First that 
the book has immediate recognition 
an the stand. Everyone kndws who 
Indiana Jones is. Second, in my case, 
it's an honor te have my name on the 
cover ofa book next to George Lucas, 
who, of course, is one of the mast 
successful and prominent movie pre- 
ducers of all tine. Another advantage 
is money, Writers, esnecially novel- 
ists, tend to spend a lot of time writing 
an speculation. In other wards, a wri- 
ter may veork far six months ona pro- 
ject, thenan editor decides whether or 
nat to buy it. With this type of book 
you receive a cantracttram the stucia 
in advanees. The money earned then 
allows the writer te go back and work 
on his or her own projects and nat 
STaAre. 


Was it hard to gel inte the head of 
Indiana Jones, considering the fact 
that we really don't know much about 
him? 


That was @ bit ofa problem at first. The 
reel challange with the nowel, in fact, 
was writing it in a way that would 
allow ihe readerto suspend his dishe- 
lief about this cheracter. Indiana 
Jones, you know, is a character af

heroic dimension and that can pre- 
sent oroblems with the novelist be- 
cause you want to make him come oll 
believable. What really helped me in 
thal process is 4 non-fiction book | 
read while | was writing this movel that 
Was abouta man whois very much an 
Indiana Jones character. His name is 
Wade Davis and he's a Harvard 
botany professor and explorer who 
happened to discover how zombies 
are created in Haiti. He's done a lat ot 
different explorations in South Amer- 
icaand his book is called The Serpent 
and the Aeinbow. When | was reading 
that book, it occurred to me that this 
guy is like Indiana Janes, even bo the 
fact that he's an Ivy Lesque professor 
on ane hand, then goes out on these 
Wild adventures. Some of tham are 
every bit as wild as Indiana Jones 
encounters. 


What about this third Indy story 
appeals to you? 


I don't know how much | can say 
about the plot, but it deals wilh the 
quest for lhe Holy Grail, That whole 
thing is something af interest ta me 
and it gave me the opportunity of just 
looking into same of the myths and 
legends about the grail. | put in some 
background things about the legend 
inte the novel, In fact, as part of the 
Genman grail legend there is. asix step 
process to the quest af the grail and 
each of {hem are symbolized by an 
animal. Strangely enough, at the very 
appropriate part in the script, there is 
this gap where €a mountain has 
opened up and Indy has to leap 
across, And on each side of the cave

head is symbolie ef the fifth level. Now 
that might have been done uncan- 
aciously by the script writer but it was 
inthe perfect setting. | putin the syim- 
bols of these animals very subtly all 
the way through the book, | don't 
know how many readers are going to 
get that, but | do mention in one part 
where he's going through his fathers 
journal, whe has spent his lifetime 
studying the grail quest, and he men- 
tions these six levels and ihe animals 
that Indy comes across. Bul in the 
actual movie, you only see the lion 
and you're never told about these six 
levels. 


What makes this third Indiana Jones 
film stand apart from the other two? 


It's really a story about a relationship 
between a father and a son. That's 
really the basis af the whole stary. 
There's this whole feeling thal | hope 
comes acrass in the mavie and is def- 
inilely emphasized in the novel that 
despite all we know about Indy's hen 
ics, he doesn't feel he's ever malched 
his father as far as what he's done in 
his field as an academic, Incy hes 
tumed more toward adventure and 
has never really matched his father. 
He feels a little sell-canseious about 
that and his father was rough with him 
as a kid. He really drilled things inta 
him and he made Indy live a very stoic 
life asa kid. lt was a rougher life than 
the average kid has, but that, in a 
sense, prepared him for his adven- 
tures, The story really allows you to 
see what indianaJonesisallabout. @
